The folly of allow Ing adenoids to re- 
main nniii they atrophy and ilis.i|.|.«';ir 
Is unite appiircui Not only is the 
chilli's lireathlng capacity ami chest 
development retarded but remote ill 
effects reaching Into later life often 
Supervene it the child is fortunate 
enough i" survive the perils of fre- 
quent colds, lironehltis nnd consump- 
tion It should he remembered that 
if the nose Is obstructed by adenoids, 
n deformed septum or enlarged turbl 
tinted iioilii's mouth brentliing results, 

ami the oir is not properly wan i 

mill filtered before reaching the throat 
ami Iuuks. Such obstruction* are re- 
sponsible for n vast Dumber of ihrout 
and lung troubles 

Danger of Ear Disease. 

The eustiu hlnn tulie. leuding from 
the middle ear. opens just behind the 
outer margin of the nnsnl opening Into 
the Ih run l These orifices arc often 
pressed upon by adenoid tissues, and 
proper ventilation and drainage of the 
tubes are pre> ented Tins lead- to deaf- 
ness and sotnetliues to abscesses of the 
e>. i- and I. rain 

The muco purulent discharge from 
the nose s.. frequently present when 
Adenoids exlsl is also likely to Infect 
the eustachian tubes, with similar re- 
sults 

If the nose and throat have not been 
properly cared for In childhood and 
defi unity of the septum or obstruction 
from other causes exists expert advice 
should be Bought and proper nasal 
breathing restored. If possible. 

The tonsils are now regarded as use- 
less nnd often dangerous structures, 
Ihey should be removed, as n rule. 
When adenoids are taken out and espe- 
cially when there is a history of fre- 
quent sore throat or tonstlltls. En- 
larged tonsils are naturally Irritating 
ami obstructive, but often not so dan- 
gerous as smaller adherent or submerg- 
ed tmisiis. which collect germs and In- 
fectious matter. It is now believed 
that BUch tonsils are often responsible 
for attacks of rheumatic fever, ami a 
b'.sfory of such trouble should always 
call for removal of the tonsils, whether 
or not they have shown any evidence 
of disease 

Prevention of "Coldi." 

The most serious diseases of the 
throat and lungs. Including consump- 
tion, often have their inception In a 
common cold 

While nearly all diseases of the air 
passH^us are directly caused by germs.

their correction is necessary before 
permanent relief from colds can be ob- 
tained 

Dangers of Pampering. 

Overdressing for cold weather ami 
overheated Ih Ing i n ■ tire often re- 
sponsible for frequent colds Medium 
weight underwear should be worn and 
the outer clothing adapted to changes 
In the weather This does ii"t mean 
that we sliouiil leave off overcoats In 
the winter time and be uncomfortably 
chilly In an endeavor lo harden the 
system, old people especially should 
dress for comfort In cold weather, hut 
comfort can be bad without weuring 
heavy mulllers around the neck and 
heavy fur garments In ordinary winter 
w eatber 

Value of Bathing. 

The morning cold bath is a valuable 
measure for cultivating a resistance to 
colds This -~h..uiil be taken in a warm 
room, and If the bather is not robust 
he sliouiil stand In a tub of hot water 
and sponge or spray the body with 
water sufficiently cold to cause an 
agreeable glow or reaction after the 
fir-t shock, but not cold enough to 
cause blueness «.f the skin or chilli- 
ness ami depression following Hie 
bath (tubbing vigorously with a 
coarse towel will hasten the reaction 
ami Improve the circulation When 
the cold bath cannot be liorne, cool 
sponging of neck and chest will prove 
benefit la I and protective. 

Importance of Vent i lal on. 

The sleeping room should be well 
ventilated, but the sleeper should be

To-let of Nose and Throat. 

Great caution must he exercised In 
interfering with the tin tu rii I process- 
es in i he nose l-'reqiient dotn hlng 
nnd spraying with antiseptic solutions 
is often very Irritating and injurious 
In some old standing cases ..t cutnrrli 
the nasal doiii he Is necessary, but its 
lse should he directed bj u physician, 
rhe careless u-e of the douche may 

lend to Infeetl f the ear When a 

cleansing spray or douche Is neces- 
sary, the following should be employ- 
ed In preference to strong nntisep'.lc 
soiiiii.ins or advertised catarrh cures: 

To a plnl of warm water and one 
tetispoonful of a powder composed of 
equal parts ..(' sodium bicarbonate, so- 
dium bi bo rate ami sodium i hloride. 
This may he used warm In nn ato- 
tnl/.er when the nose Is dry and crus 
ly or clogged w iili soul and dust. 

In blowing the nose, especially after 

n doiii i r spray has Ikhmi used, close 

one nostril and blow wltl derate 

force through tl ther The usual 

metod ..f pirtinily closing both nostrils 
ami forcibly blowing often causes In- 
fectious matter to he blown Into tho 
ears After iishil: 11 nasal douche ex- 
posure to the open air should be avoid- 
ed fi r at least half nn hour, as the 
nose has been deprived of Its protec- 
tive mucus and time is necessary f.r 
the mucus In reform If an oil spray 
is used following the douche this pre- 
caution is not uecessnry 

When the nostrils are irritated or 
in tla tued from discharges, and especial 
ly if there is any ul, oration, the ordi- 
nary official ointment of the yellow 
o\nie nf mercury Is an excellent prep- 
aration for use. It may be diluted with 
In equal part of vaseline. This prep- 
aration is chettfljier nnd safer thau ad- 
vertised salves ..r nostrums 

Absorption of poisonous matter from 
the Intestines, due to constipation, is a 
frequent cause of nasal congestion, 
Care of the In wels is extremely impor- 
tant us a preventive measure. 

Treatment of a Cold. 

The possibilities in a common cold 
are such that the wisest course is to 
call n physician and lie regularly treat 
ed Quack renn dies are dangerous. Re 
member thai the brain is In close re- 
lationship wiih the nose and its acces- 
sory cavities and that Inflammation 
itnl Infection of these cavities, if not 
fecogulzed in time, may lead to abscess, 
"Cold cures" often mask the symptoms 
without curing the disease. Heavy 
doses of whisky and quinine often do 
more harm than good. 

In emergencies w hen a physician Is 
not within call the following measures 
will often check n cold: 

First. -A mustard foot hath as hot 
ns can be home, lasting twenty to thir- 
ty minutes, the body being enveloped 
In blankets to Induce a profuse per- 
iplration Hot lemonade, hot flaxseed 
tea or ten to thirty drops of spirits "f 
camphor In n class of hot water will 
assist the nctlon of the bath, 

Second -a brisk cathartic, as castor 
oil. calomel etc 

Third.— The tusk and chest should 
be robbed with camphorated oil or 
liquid mustard piaster 

Further than this the treatment of a 
cold Is In the province of s physician

praceful state of affairs to prevail .is now 
exists along this stream most of the way 
from Mystic Lake to its sources in the 
northern most parts "ol the town. It it is 
necessary m 1 all in the assistance of the 
State or 1 »f the City of Boston which con- 
trols the lakes, steps should he taken to 
do tins -o that ill int< rested may co- 
operate. It. however, the town alone 
has authority to cleanse this water- 
course, action should I ie taken at the 
eatliest possible date.

HIGHLAND SCHOOL LOT. 

Where Town H<is Giiled to Keep 
P«ire With the Individual. 



In your columns ol t.vo weeks ago 
reference was made lo the tact that .1 
petition, signed by nearly all the residents 
in the vicinity ol the Highland School, 
had been filed with the School Committee 
and thai its t ' * I >• > " was to induct.' the 
Board to interest it<ell in the improve- 
ment <>t its portion ol tliv school lot, that 
it might be brought more into harmony 
with surrounding private property. It 
the writ--! understands .it .ill the ideas ol 
the sigm-rs. they I . 11 it in iinyw iy wish 
to h^ve its usefulness as a school play- 
ground interferred with by landscape 
embellishment, but, on the contrary, that 
its runes-; may be made more appropriate 
and at the same time less offensive to tin- 
eye of tii»- passer by. 

There seems to l»- three- main ways ol 
travel through the Town, one via Main 
street from Medford to Woburn, one from 
Arlington to Stoneham via Church and 
VVashintgon streets, and tin- thud from 
Medtord t" Stoneham vi 1 Symmes Comer 
or the Parkway and Highland avenue. 
On the tirst then- arc three pieces of 
Town's property- the Clifford, the High 
and the Chapin schools, the first har- 
monizing very well with the surrounding 
property, while the second and third set 
their neighbors good examples. 

On the second line ol travel there are 
no less than four ol the Town's buildings 
and lots the Wyman, Prince, VVadleigh 
and Washington si hools and Town Hall 
— the Town Hall and VVadleigh Buildings 
being exemplary and, including the High 
above mentioned, in a class distinctively 
their own, while the Prince and Washing- 
ton school grounds are not displeasing to 
the passer-by. 

On the third man line ol travel 1-. the 
Highland school, the onlv public property, 
and holding the unavailable distinction 
of being the only lot Irom one end ol the 
avenue to the other, that is so sadly- 
neglected as to be almost a blot on the 
landscape, One cannot help but notice 
the badly broken concrete in the walk 
leading to the 111 tin entrant e ol the 
school, the starved nppeatauce of the 
little grass there is and the two trees just 
north ol the entrance way due to absence 
of loam; and furthermore tip- manifest in- 
attend in given the esplanade. 

It is true that there is ,1 new concrete 
walk on the westerly side of the avenue 
running the entire length <a the school 
lot and tor which all ar.- duly thankful, 
which now with tin exception ol high- 
way crossings provides tar concrete 
walk fiom the business 1 1- 1 1 1 : • • to the 
corner ol Hancock street and the avenue 
via Mount Verm n street. 

More or less has been said about sell- 
ing portions ol this lot abutting La ton 
and Stevens streets and .111 endeavor 
wade to produce capit il ol u oil the 
ground that it would result in just so 
much m ire tax tble property tor tin- 
Town. In a certain measure (his is true 
but is there any demand tot Has land as 
building 'lies and furthermore is it not n 
question ible polii v (oi the Town to part 
with any ot this real estate? It on the 
other hand, the Town feels, alter due 
consideration, dial it should sell tin- 
northetly portion or the lot, let us see to 
it that the neighbors are fairly protected 
by placing reasonable restrictions 
thereon. 

Ji is a well known fact that the school's 
Toll is filled and the neighborhood is 
growing, that within four years past five 
houses have been erected withm a hun 
eked yards of the school lot and that 
there are few, it any, sei 1 101 is ol the town 
where population of children equals that 
of the neighborh >»> I in question. 
Furthermore there are few houses that 
are not occupied by their owners who, 
contributing each year to the row 11 
taxes, feel that they ar« justly entitled to 
some consideration All this is cited 
simply to indicate that the trend ol the 
section is upward and no) downward and 
it only remains tor an inspection ol the 
premises to convince even the most 
conservative that It re is an instance 
where the Town has actually tailed to 
keep pace with the individual. 

One should not from the foregoing be 
imbued with the idea that anything 
aesthetic is desired, for such is not the 
case. All that is desired is that the lot 
should be made presentable, that the 
Town may not suffer critisism "ii account 
of neglect; and it the school's portiion is 
graded and loamed suiticently to produce 
a moderately good t in, such as is found 
on its othet school lots, and the grass is 
kept cut over the who e, including 
portion over win h the S 'lectmen have 
jurisdiction, it is fx lieved thai all will be 
satisfied and that the Town will be sur- 
prised at the small amount of money 
needed to bring a iout these results. Let 
us do something before Mr. Parkhurst's 
friend and others discover this dshgure 
ment ot the most scenic route through 
tin Town.

EniToi! or THE .'sr.vii : 

Your late editorial on the above sub- 
jei t is exceedingly timely and to the 
point. As y iu say, town officers should 
not get too tar away from the people 
whom they serve. Moreover, the statutes 
make no provision tor tilling such arti- 
ficial vacancies as have lately taken 
place in Winched -r town boatds. The 
law says that members Ol town boards of 
health " shall " serve out their term ot 
election and shall serve until their suc- 
cessors ate chosen, not, or " until their 
successors "are chosen." So provision 
is made for a member to resign as often 
as lie pleases to his brother members, 
thus creating a boaus vacancy, and they 
to select some new member particularly 
pleasing to them, some one who w ill do 
justjas they want him to do'in everything, 
The statutes say that when a " vacanc y " 
exists a spe' ial election may be held by 
the town boards, but a vacancy cannot 
exist except in case ol death or disa- 
bility ol some Kind to perform the Unties 
of the office the Jotficer lias taken onto 
himself. A member ot a town hoard can- 
not, resign except to those who elected 
him to office. A town olheer is a sort ot 
an enlisted man and cannot tun away and 
give up his gun to anybody be chooses, 
or bis brother soldiers choose, to tight in 
his place. Some years ago 'members of 
the Water Board resigned as town officers 
to the Board ot Selectmen, but the 
latter Jboard alter taking legal advice, 
would not accept the resignations 01 take 
any action under them as they had no 
authority to do so. It was decided that 
members of the Water Board, after enter- 
ing upon the duties of the office, could 
not resign except to the town itself and 
the members ot the Water Board, as 
elected by the town, lun-hed out their 
legal terms of office as no such "vacancy'' 
existed 111 tile board as tile statutes rec- 
ognized. When a town board calls upon 

tin- Board oi Selectmen declaring a va- 
cancy, and asking tor a special election 
only six w e. k-i from the yearlv town elec- 
tion on the ground that a member ot the 
petitioning board declines to serve out 
lus term, the selectmen ought to think 
twice before taking part in any such af- 
ffair. Such sort of private elections tend 
to keep 111 office men ot e xactly the same 
way ot thinking in all tilings as the lew 
town officers who pick them out and 
v ote tor them to till " vacancies " which 
really do not exist, according toja prop 
I er understanding of tin statutes. As no 
epidemic, plague or smallpox is troub- 
ling the Board . >t Health at tile present 
time, what great need . xisis oi tilling 
even a real " vacancy," in tin- Board 
just now, only a few weeks Irom town 
meeting 5 It may not be so, but it 
looks as il the dominant mind or minds 
in the boards desire to somewhat "fix" 
ns future membership instead ot allow- 
ing fin- town meeting to do it.

" t. That this Semite is ol opinion 
that the extension ot the suffrage to the 
women of Australia tor States and Cuni- 
monw< Ith Parliament, on tbe same' 
ti nns as to men, has had the most bene- 
ficial n-sults. It has Ii d to the more 
orderly conduct of elections and, at the 
last l'e leral flections, th ■ women's vote 
jn a majority ol the States showed .1 
greater proportionate increase than (bat 
cast by men. It has given a greatei 
pro uiii'.'iicj to legislation pirticularl) 
attecuun women and children, alihouah 
the women have not taken up su< h >i ies 
tions to the exclusion of others of wkler 
! siuniheance. In matters ol defence ami 
imperial concern, they have proved them- 
selves as tarseeing and dis. riminating as 
men. Because the reform has brought 
nothing but Rood, though disaster was 
freely prophesied, we respectfulb mn 1 -' 
that all nations enjoying 'representativi 
government would oe well advised in 
I granting votes to women. 
I ' ' 2. Thai a copy ol the foregoing res 
olution be cabled to the British Prime 
Minister." 

The first resolution passed unanimous- 
ly, and the second with only tuur dissent- 
ing votes. 

" It was enlightening to listen d the 
debate. Not one Senator had a word to 
say against woman suffrage, which in 
pre-sutfrage days met \wth such bitter 
denum iations and prophecies oi appalling 
disasters in ail the State Upper Houses. 
The old opponents have actually toi^ot 
ten that they were ever against women 
having the vote. "

What Is Digestion? 

Digestion is the process of trans 
forming food elements Into substances 
that can be absorbed Into the blood 
through the walls ol the digestive 
tract If the digestive functions are 
paralyzed food taken Into the stomach 
acts Rltnplj :is ii foreign body and 
causes Irritation and dually, bj its de 
coinposii Ion, poisoning. 

The digestive processes arc carried 
on by substances whose exact form 
ninl constitution m-e unknown, termed 
enzj incs. ..i ferments 

Hut digestion docs not begin in the 
■tomaeh. The saliva contains a very 
linportant euzynie. ptynlin, which con- 
verts -lurch into malt sugar. The Im 
port m e of thoroughly « hewing nil 
starch foods, such as cerenls, vegeta- 
bles, bread, pastry, potatoes, etc., •will 
nt once be apparent 

"Counting your chews." however, is 
not advised The act of chewing 
should be natural and suhcousclous, 
If the attention is dire< tod too closely 
to the mechanical act of chewing or. 
In fact if the mind dwells too Intently 
on the subject of digestion the normal 
functions are retarded. Count your 
chews some time and note if your 
jaws do not nche by the time yon 
reach the twentieth. Count your steps 
In walking and note whether your 
limbs do not quickly tire. 

If the Internal activities of our bod- 
Is could be seen In their entirety, 
even for a few brief moments, it Is 
probable that an unutterable weariness 
Would oppress and stifle us 

I'r. longed ' hewing of meat does not 
appear to be required. The favorable 
results from experimenting along this 
line are probably due to the fact that 
loss meat was taken The saliva does 
ii"t digest meat i >n the contrary, by 
prolonged chewing meat is thoroughly 



sctnrated with the alkaline secretion 
of the mouth, which would appear to 
render It less digestible in the Stom- 
ach, where digestion can only operate 
in an at id medium A good plan to 
follow is to chew cereals, vegetables, 
bread, potatoes pastry and all starchy 
foods until they disappear down the 
gullet. This requires no mental effort, 
and the best possible results will fol- 
low Food eaten In this fashion is 
more pleasing to the palate, and that 
Itself Is stimulating to all the digestive 
functions 

Stomac'n Digestion. 

The stomal h enzyme is "pepsin." 
which converts protelds Into soluble 
substances failed peptones Thedlges 
tlon of sian liy foods is checked in the 
stomach by ihe hydrochloric acid of 
the gastric Juice, but the starch diges 
tion is resumed In the small intestine. 

Intestinal Digestion. 

flere It Is acted upon by several 
enzymes, which complete starch diges- 
tion and also convert ordinary caue 
sugar Into grape sugar. 

I'roteld digestion also proceeds In 
the Intestines, nnd fats nre digested 
and emulsified s.. that they can be ab- 
sorbed, 

As previously stated, all these food 
elements are required either for en 
ergy, litiiiillm: material, storage or to 
carry on the chemical and physical 
exchanges In the tissues During these 

processi s the f i elements are broken 

Up and many of them literally burned 
or oxidized, lust as a caudle hums, 
with Ihe formation of carbon dioxide 
and water. 

A great deal of scientific experiment 

Is being cnndui 1 to accurately deter 

mine the most sntlsfactorj dietary for 
man. The subject is too complex to he 
mlnutelv discussed In this paper, and 
such discussion would only confuse 
without benefiting the average man 

We may trust soiet to solve this 

problem as It Ins s, lived others and 
In the meantime enjoj our meals with 
out worrying about them so long as we 
avoid some "f the more prominent 
dietetic errors.

trouble exists moat should be spar 
liiu-iy taken. In such conditions light 
meats are less harmful and boiled 
meats hotter thitti roasted or broiled 
Fried moat Is a dietetic atrocity, even 
for the strongest stomach 

Value of Vegetable Diet. 

Many vegetables are rich In protelds 
ami from ii chemical standpoint quite 

as nutritions as meat. i'.ut here is 
where the i uh conies ill a food must 
be digestible or its proteid contents 
are valueless "Boston baked beans" 
are rich In proteids, but a stead) diet 
of that delectable dainty would be a 
sev ere test for some stomachs 

Vegetables as ;I class couiain a greal 
deal of cellulose nnd liber w hlch can 
not be digested This serves a useful 
purpose, as it stimulates the action ol 
the Intestines Itj Increasing the pro 
portion of vegetables In the diet as

The people need not expect too 
much from the proposed reciproc- 
ity treaty with Canada. The 
avenues of trade are too closely 
guarded, to allow much, if any, re- 
duction in prices of the articles to 
be placed on the free list. 

Unless the boy of moderate- 
means is to be prevented from se- 
curing an education at the In- 
stitute of Technology, it will be 
necessary for the State to pay to 
the Institute 0100,000 a year to 
assist in meeting expenses. The 
State should do s >, foi it is money 
well spent. 

Town Mfdirs. 

As the date of the annual town 
meeting approaches, it is well to 
give careful consideration to the 
work of the various departments 
during the past year. Such atten 
tiprvit is trite • ott^ht never to he. 
relaxed, hut it may properly be 
dmphasized at this time. 

To a larger, extern, than is true 
of many towns, Winchester bene- 
fits from the services of unpaid 
boards, men giving freely of their 
time and ability tor the sake of the 
public welfare. That they may 
sometimes make mistakes is due 
to the tact that they ate human ; 
they would probably make no 
more and no fewer mistakes if 
they were receiving compensation, 
while the Town meanwhile saves 
money in salaries. In any event, 
the paid and the unpaid officials 
may well be judged by the same 
standards of efficiency. 

It is not, however, always easy 
for the public to reach correct 
conclusions. or even, in some 
cases, to know all the tacts and 
considerations that had to be 
taken into account in arriving at 
a given decision. Sometimes it 
might not be wise to publish broad- 
cast the governing reasons, and in 
Such instances it may generally be 
assumed that nun Have acted 
conscientiously according to their 
ideas of right and justice. 

To take a few illustrations: there 
may be the greatest variety of 
views as to whether property is 
adequately and equitably assessed ; 
few (it us are qualified to express 
an opinion as to whether a serious 
fire is properly handled ; much el 
the work of the health department 
is of the unobtrusive sort which 
does not lend itself to spectacular 
display, but is none the less of the 
highest i nportance to the com- 
munity ; on the other hand, the 
good work done (Mi the streets and 
the larger attention now being 
given to sidewalks are matters 
easily estimated by almost every 
body, and on these subjects there 
is practically only one, a favorable, 
judgement. 

Whatever the departments and 
whoever the men concerned in 
their management, it is worth 
while to pause and take account 
of stock, to judge strictly b . t 
f airly, and to give serious attention 
to the business for the next year 
of the great corporation in which 
we are all partners, alike contribu- 
tors to the cost and recipients of 
the benefits.

proprietors oi the tanneries were therefore 
notified that it the Use of the Mystic 
Valley Sewer were to be continued, 
means must be provided to prevent ob 
jectiouable matter from entering the 
sewer.

The following is taken troni the ad- 
vanced report of Mr. Schuyler K. Herron, 
Supt. ol Schools : 

This report is intended to give t<> the 
citizens 01 the Town definite information 
as to the activities ot the School Depart- 
ment during the p 1st year; to m ike 
known to them what specihc progress 
has been made, and what plans may lie 
recommended foi consideration in the 
immediate future. It is obviously im- 
possible to enumerate the details or to 
discuss all th • phases ol the yeai 's woik, 
but a is hoped that sufficient may be said 
to indicate that we have been profitably 
occupied, sanely thoughtful for the boys 
and girls in our charge, holding fast to 
educational fundamentals and allert to 
make our work each year more etficient.

The money that you can assign each 
year to repairs is sufficient to keep our 
buildings m fairly good order, but not 
enough to permit attention to more than 
a small number ot the desirable improve- 
ments. For the year 1910 the list given 
ill Exhibit XVI includes only those ot 
most importance. A complete enumera 
tiotl would till several pages. For the 
coming year the following large repairs 
seem imperative: outside painting, Gil- 
ford and kumtord; asbestos pine cover- 
ing iu the High School and the^Highland; 
and slate blackboards in the Gilford. It 
possible, the following, also may well be 
considered: a loot warmer tor the girls 
and steel lockers for boys in the High 
school; inside painting and grading the 
playground at the Washington; and 
shower baths and sloyd benches in the 
Chapin, The trout yard at the Highlands 
should be graded to resemble a lawn ; at 
present il is a disfigurement, For the 
list item a special appropiiatioii will 
probably be net cssai v.

WHU CONS mi its A 
VACANCY IN I OWN BOARDS? 

Editor ok i ue Sm;: 

1 read A. E. W's article on the above 
subject in the STAR. with much 
interest. I have thoroughly examined 
me state laws regardmg town electi its 
an I roust say luat i Hunk tlie writer 
correct in ins c intention thai a real, bona 
tide vai .ii' v must occui ciore the select- 
men call authorize a special election un- 
der their direction, t he statutes clearly 
state that removal from town (that is a 
legal removal ot one's home or domicile) 
will create a vacancy, which ol course im- 
plies tiiat continued residence in town 
and continued good health .md ability to 
perform the duty ot tlie othce to w inch 
one has bet n elected, torbids a vacancy. 
In v ase ot death or removal from town 
or Ion;; continued sickness or real dis- 
ability to tulhll the duties ot any town 
ottiee, no doubt a propel legal vacanc\ 
would occui, but such a vacancy cannot 
occur at the wish or whim 01 individuals 
during then term of othce unless the 
town directlv accepts their resignations 
at a legal town meeting. Town boatds 
have no legal right to elect new meni- 

1 hers to nil vac ill :ies except 111 case ot 
emergencies where town business would 
sutler from the enforced absence ot a 
town officer duly elected h\ the town. 
The statute plainly s-ates that members 
of town boaids ot health "shall" serve 
out the teilll tor which they were elected 
by the town, III addition "shall" serve 
until their successors are chosen to till 
then place.

i Our Hours are thoroughly cleaned 
with soap powder and hot water in the 
summer and .ire oiled. This, with care- 
ful sweeping, keeps down the dust and 
also preserves'the Moors, A larger appro- 
priaton tor janitor service is needed to 
prim le more tr-njin.-tit sweepings. 

; Dustless crayon and all-felt erasers 
are used. Since it lasts longer the dust 
less i r.iyoti is no mure expensive than the 
cheaper kind, lis particles are heavy, so 
i!i.a tln \ sink directly to the floor instead 
ot being scattered through the air. The 
dust incident to blackboard work is 
largely taken up In the all-felt erasers. 

i As window shades need tu he re- 
pl, ceil, double curtains rolling irom the 
centre of the window up ami down are 
purchased, 'rinse assist in affording 
proper li^htinj; for all p.irts ot the room. 
Mote ot stu b shades should he placed 
dtinnn the coming year in the Clifford ami 
l'i im e buildings.

These have a short 
nozzle in .i metal cup supplying a mound 
oi watei from which uupils may iirmk 
without, being able to touch .my metal 
with the hps. The precise form in use 
w as the result of considerable experiment 
and has served as a model lor the manu 
tacturers. It ma) be added th.it the 
aperture in the nozzles was carefully 
calculated to avoid waste of water. I "i 
the same reason, except m tin- High 
School where conditions require a con 
tuitions flow, the ton nt ins are ordinarily 
kept running only at recess ami before 
and alter school. As a matter ol conven- 
ience m supervision and of good t.iste.

In the large nnmber ..t minor complaints, 
treatment ti\ the nurse at school ire- 
queutly relievetl pain ami in many 
inst.un es prev cute.! possib!) set ions con- 
sequences. 

Some ot tin-- figures mav seem large. 
They are, however exact and they have 
not I leeii compiled simply as a matter of 
statistics. Eliminating the negative 
cases, they indicate an average of about 
ii pupils a day out ot approximately 
i, 800, about .8 of one per cent, whose 
physical con. htiiai seemed torequire atten- 
tion. In other words, the actual num- 
ber affected b) the work ot the School 
Nurse is relatively sm, ill m a single day, 
hut large in the aggregate. It would 
hardlv be fitting to discuss specific 1 ases. 
Some could be cited in w hich tin ptrnia- 
neiit welfare of the pupils has been, as 1 
believe, vitally served.

Tin t ight dentists in town have each 
placed one-hall day a month at the ser- 
vice ot the schools 'I his tune has usually 
been given to w 11k at a nominal charge 
for pupils referred to them by the School 
Nurse. Kighty lour children have bene- 
fitted by this arrangement. Tin dentists 
have also begun an examination ot the 
teeth of all pupils ill the grades ami have 
supplemented this with talks to pupils. 
The dental examination has not been 
completed, so that data for all the schools 
cannol be given. Tne reports alrculy at 
hand indicate that tne trith oi most 
schoolchildren are not in good order. 
With the best ot general intentions many 
parents have neglected what is perhaps 

the most important element in tile health 

oi the average child. Ii is, however, only 
i.ur to say that after the examinations 
began ami some talks hail been given, a 
distinct improvement was noted in pupils 
in buildings subsequently visited.

At the time "I the im eption of the idea 
of Mr. Manchester prior to 18900! < r- :it 
ing a public park through the center oi 
the town from the lakes to the tail 
water of Whitney's Mill he was 
looked upon as a visionary enthu- 
siast of the most pronounced type. 
On Manchester field at that period wm' 
numerous dwelling houses, the railroad 
freight yard, coal and lumber v. mis, a 
livery stable and a tannery. Below the 
field on the land.of ripai ian owners were 
building structures of various kinds. To 
negotiate the release of private owner- 
ship in these properties where possible, 
and to secure the necessary legislation 
for taking by eminent domain the prop- 
erty unreleased, seemed a task of an 
utterly impnu tu able 1 haracter'and bound 
to involve the town m additional anil 
unnecessary expense. It w is inevitable, 
therefore, that a project of this 1 haracter 
would tmii) the first have ■ reated con- 
siderable opposition. With remarkable 
energy and persistence, however, linally 
aided by the splendid public suirit ul 
other citizens "t Winchester, Mi Man 
Chester succeeded in realizing his ideas 
in ev erv del til. 

In is.,: it was voted at town meeting 
that the citizens oi Winchester request 
the City "i Boston to apply to the next 
Legislature for" a special act authorizing 
the taking of thai part of Winehesteijlying 
between Walnut and bacon streets, and 
so much land on each side ol the Aber- 
join nv r as it might deem necessary t<> 
settle .ill nuisances an I to purity and 
preserve the purit\ ol s od rivei which 
afforded a part of its water supply. In 
commending this vote, the town board 
of health -t ites in the I'nwn Report foi 
1 So % thai they trust the City ol Boston 
will see Hie necessity <>! pteventing 
further pollution ol the Mystic Water 
Supoly which would be -are | (J tollow 
unless action was taken. The result was 
that in iSg.v an act was passed (Chapter 
407^ authorizing the taking by the Met 
ropolitau I'aik Comiuisson The 1 xti ntoi 
the property taken is described as fol- 
lows iu the Report ol the Park Com 
missioners for the town ol Winchester 
(See Town Report for 1R05. 1 "The 
parkway, which will be under the control 
of tbe Metropolitan I'ark CommUsion, 
extends fn>m Walnut street in Winches- 
ter to Ugh street in Medtord, taking all 
the I in I between the Aberjona river an I 
the railroad .1! the swamp east of the 
river betw en Walnut street an 1 Mystic 
avenue and a strip wide enough for the 
Metropolit in ro idw iv which follows 
Bacon sir. - 1 over the new railway hri< Ige, 
then turning southerly passes the site 
Selected for the new st ition (Wedgemere 
Station) and tollow* the west, rly hank of 
the rivet t.i tin lake where it > rosses to

Although this legislation undoubtedly 
facilitated the project, there remained 
much to be done. While the majority ol 
the owners ol the reality contained within 
the taking were favorable, it became 
necessary as a part of the general prop 
osition to 'secure other quarters lor those 
proprietors who had heen carrying on 
business as above described, and who 
had generously agreed' to move it uc- 
co nm 1 lations is g 1 1 1 as those formerly 
tised by them COllld be sec uted m the 
neighborhood, I'lien again, it was 
necessary to provide ways and means 
for adjusting land damages, and for im- 
proving and developing the park .uter 
th • taking h id been hilly accomplished. 

I us In the progress ol 
the work, that the enteiprise u..s not 
finally completed until 190J, when Mm

Mrs. Emma i.. Bartlett Kirkpatn k 
wife of Mr. <;<_-. .ag.- Kirkpatrick passed 
away quite suddenly ><n Friday afternoon, 
at hei home on Fairuiouut street. Sue 
had been a p itient sufferer tor a number 
ot years with diatietis, 

Mrs Kirkpatric was i>t good old New 
bngland stock; a woman ot more than 
ordinary intellectual ability, and h id 
received an excellent education. She 
h 1 l been a teacher in the higher grades, 
li. el been connected with a magazine, 
writing many artir les ,111 I stories oi con- 
siderable merit, and leaving at the time 
oi her death, a tvpe-written maiuisi ript oi 
a book which she had about completed, 
having woiked upon it as sue was able 
dining the last tew years ot her lite. 

Having resided in Winchester but 
about fan years, and being in poor 
health, bet circle ot acquaintance was 
very limited. Sue leaves a husband - 
Mr. (jeorgc Kirkpatrick,* who is in the 
nursery business, two children, I >r. 
George II. Kirkpatrick ot Lynn, and 
Mrs. Charles E. Kingsbury ot Fairmo it 
street. The eldest son, \ Joshua Baitlett 
Kirkpatrick, ot whom she was especially 
proud, died m the Philippines about seven 
years ago f rum cholera. He was one ol 
those who responded to the urgent call 
for teachers which came troni that land at 
the close of the Spanish war. She also 
leaves a brother, Captain Joshua |Bartlett 
of Rockland, Me. 

The finical services were held at the 
home on Fairmount street, on Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'cock, tbe Rev. Arthur L. 
Winn officiating. Miss Jean MacLellan 
smg two of Mrs. Kirkpatnck's favorite 
hymns very acceptably, and the follow- 
ing lines composed a short time ago 
by h. r son.

High School 
Por the lust time everv room in the 
new buil hag i- used in tie- regular 
school w oik. It was not expected that 

all WOUld -o -.o ai be needed. Tile large 

increase in registration from i m iy ; 
1908 to 318 in 1910-1911 is mainly due to 
the lact that pu ills are rem lining longer 
in school. The precise leasons for this 
it would be impossible to ascertain. 
Perhaps a partial explanation may be 
found in that the requirements have been 
made more exacting, that greater atten- 
tion has been paid to m lividu il pupils, 
that more time has been given to the 
work in tin- Commercial Department, 
and that the course ot Study has been 
somewhat better adapted to pupils not 
preparing for college or other higher in- 
stitutions. 

High School Course of Study 
The new High School course ot study is 
given in Exhibit \'\. The modifications 
ot the one previously in force are as fol- 
lows: 

A general ekmentary course in 
science has been introduced in tlie first 
year for boys and girls not preparing 
tor college. 

In the second year physical geography 
takes the place ot physics, which is 
given only in the fourth year instead 
ot in the second and toutth. Physics 
can be best given in the fouith year, 
and physical geography seems to be 
better adapted to second year work. 

The course 111 French has been ex- 
tended from two to three years. Pupils 
in iy thus take either Flench or German 
tor three yars. 

Solid geometry has been placed in the 
third year in order to leave the fourth 
year open for the more advanced mathe- 
matics requited by some technical 
schools, 

The elementary course in bookkeeping 
has been placed in the second year with 
the advanced in the third, and commer- 
cial arithmetic and commercial law are 
given III the I folllth year, Larger 
provision has been made for instlliction 
and supervision in typewriting. 

Classes ill harmony ami th.- theory ot 
music aii.- offered tor qualified pupils, 
t ins supplements the excellent work in 
music in the grades. .\ definite course 
is offered in iiiechanii al drawing, and the 
instiiiction in Ireehand drawing now 
in. hide-, handicraft won*. Courses in 
cooking and dressmaking may be taken 
by both High School guls .md those not 
in si hool. 

Spelling and rhctoricals are tins year 
required ot all pupils. In tin- rh< toricals 
iln- members ot the fourth year class tie 
liver original compositions before tin- 
entire school. Pupils in othei classes 
memorize and deliver approved selec- 
tions iu their study rooms. I: this work 
is continued, it will give loom pupils 

valuable Hauling. l ie- person who has 

been accustomed to public speaking in 
school is likely to become a more inllti 
ential member oi tin- social and ci\ i. 
bi idy. 

I'lies- new features, as well as the 
modifications ill the course of study and 
the regulations governing them, were 
made alter prolonged study and discus- 
sion by the Principal oi tin- High School, 
the Superintendent and the School Com- 
mittee. It 11 In lieved that they will assist 
m securing a higher grade ot work, 
making the college preparatory coutse 
less dim nil. .aid give larger oppor 
tunnies p. pu| lis not luting tor college. 

It is not assumed that work on the 
High School course of study has been 
coinpleti d. M ae subjei ts should be 
otfeied tor nou-collegiale pupils. The 
work in cooking and dressmaking should 
be expanded into a full tout year course 
iu home economi :s. 'I Ins will come 
about easily aild naturally as tin- de- 
mand requires Thus far no provision 
has been mule, except 111 connection 
with the classes in drawing, tor manual 
training lor boys. I hope that a be- 
ginning maybe made in 1911 1912 by .1 
class in advanced wood w irk. 'I his 
would n it involve any expenditure )..r 
equipment, as the present sloyd benches 
and tools could be used, hi; were de- 
cided to equip the Chapill building tor 
sloyd in grade.-. Hve and sis, the present 
equipment could be transferred ami new 
benches more satisfactory lot tlie ad- 
vanced grammar grades could be plao d 
in the pi. -sent doyd loom iu the Waclleigu 
Grammar ScIh 10I.

WHA1 10 READ. AND 

HOW 10 RE D IT. 

VII. 

In the formation and development ot 
character, books play an important part, 
almost as important as our companion- 
ship with men an.! women. The Inunda- 
tion upon yvhich rests almost .d'. tint one 
can gain from books, is a real love tor 
reading. One must i.ot only be a good 
reader, but he must be a reader ol good 
book-. !!v "a good reader." 1 mean 
that one must be able to get from books 
not only what they say, hut also much 
that they sugg-st. B) "good hooks." I 
I mean such books as leave a substan- 
tial deposit 111 the minds ot readers, a 
deposit that gives pleasure, recreation, 
or information. A weary mind often 
needs real pleastue to will back its 
usual vigor, lost iu too close companion- 
ship with busintss cares, anxieties,; 
worries. Otten the mind needs enrich-! 
ingwiih new lines o: thought, which may 
result in a clearer understanding of what 
life is here and hereafter. 

I have said that the foundation upon 
which rests about all that can be gamed 
from books, is a real love tor reading. 
It should be borne in mind, es pecially by 
parents and teachers, that a love tor 
reading is easily gained m the spring bun- 
of lite, but gained, if gamed at all, with 
great difficulty in maimer years. In the 
early years of childhood, the little- one will 
sit quietly in mother's lap while she teads 
the nonsense stories from Mother Goose, 
and the odd imaginings ol Stevenson, 
and Eugene Field. 

Tins early love fir books should be 
fostered by mothers, and the reading 
should be extended into books of a higher 
grade, as the children increase in years. 
There are some excellent "Nature 
books." so-called because they contain 
interesting stories ot animals, plants, and 
flowers, rhese stories beget a love for 
nature which in later years 111, iv prove ot 
great value, books like Kipling's Jungle 
Hook, Robinson Crusoe, lln- Children 
ot the fold, and many others of like 
1 haracter, are always m ar at hand 111 the 
public, and school, libraries. 

In addition to the list referred to above, 
our home library sh mid include books 
oi poetry suitable tor young children, 
from which selections may In- read, and 
memorized for daily use. Tbe Bible, 
both Old Testament and New, will fur- 
nish numberless selections of great 
worth as memory gems tor home uisiiuc- 
tion. Some ot tin- most, beautiful lines, 
U unlets, and stanzas, when lirnily 
lo lg.-d in the memory, in-.-i »me all 
powerful iu tin- foi illation ot 1 haracter. 

When the child's own reading day- 
comes, he should be supplied with a 
very few choice books, suited to bis 
wars and his tastes, well illustrated, and 
tilled with stori-s that will secuie his 
interest; and they should be his hooks, 
with his name written 011 th,- Hy-leafJ 
with tin- date ot purchase. Mow is the 
time to subscribe tor a weekly, or a 
monthly 'paper, also well illustrated, ami 
tilled with suitable leading matter tor 
children ol this age. 

Let the paper come through the mail, 
ia thejchild's own n ime, so that it w ill 
be Am paper. Let these little tmoks be 
reserved tor the child's nan reading, 
wiiih- th,.. mother continues her good 
work by reading aloud occasionally Irom 
books ot a somewhat higher grade, 

Tin- home oral reading by some mem- 
ber of the family should nevei be given 
up, though the readimg aloud may well 
be limited to a fraction of an liour, .md 
to such well-chosen matter •>> will lie 
likely to suggest familiar conversation, 
and possibly ihsi ussion. Tins • iral read- 
ing and iamili ir conversation should inn 
encroach on time for silent reading and 
study .

Per- 
chance, the triR- community spirit is 
here without one full) knowing it. In I 
any event, the ideal is in .1 K r ' - ,l many 
wa>s hen- illustrated. The "Winchester 
spirit" of hospitality and fellowship is a 
tangibility, an asset ot the town, which 
now paying unconsciously, perhaps, 
large dividends to the subscribers. 
While the ideal of the true community is 
never tully reached, because ol the im- 
perfection of the exponent, yet this fact 
lines not lessen the value ol the ideal. 
The "Winchester spirit" does, in fact, 
exist, and even it, 11 falls short ol the ideal, 
it is a delightful, rare, lovable spirit of 
the community, which will build up 
mightily and is a live asset. 

There has recently fallen into The 
Spectator's hands a leaflet issued by 
he Equal Suffrage League ot balti- 
more, Md. Tins leaflet is captioned 
"Women do not want it." The 
Spectator i* Inclined to believe that the 
anti-Woman suffragists ill Winchester anil 
elsewhere will peruse this leaflet with 
interest. I lere it is:— 

Extract from " Women Do Not Want 
It," By Alice Stowe Blackwell. 

It is often said that when the majority 
ot women want the ballot they will t 
it. — ~ 

Every improvement in the condition 
of women thus tar has been secured 
not by a general demand from the ma- 
jority oi women, but by the arguments, 
entreaties and " continual coming " ot a 
persistent few, In each case the advo 
i .ites oi progress have had to contend 
not merely with the conservatism ol 
men. but with the indifference of women, 
and often with active opposition from 
.some ot them. 

When a merchant in Saco, Me., first 
employed a saleswoman, tne men boj 
cotted the store and the women remon 
strated with him on the sin ot placing a 
young woman in a position of such 
publicity. When Lucy Stone began to 
try to Secure tor married women the 
riKht to their own property, women 
asked with scorn, "Do you think I would 
give myself where I would not give my 
property?" When Miss Anthony in 
emulated a petition to married 
women the control ot their own wages 
"many women slammed the door in her 
face, with the statement that they ' had 
all the rights they wanted.' " When 
Elizabeth Blackwell began to study 
medicine the women at her boarding- 
house refused to speak to her, and 
women passing her on the street held 
their sknts aside. * • * * 

It is a simple historical fact that he 
majority ol women have never rebelled, 
no mattei how 11nt.u1 the conditions in 
winch they have been placed, James 
Bryce says, in "Transcaucasia and 
Ararat: ' 

"Nothing stnkes a Westerner with 
more disgust than the way he sees 
women tteated in Mohammedan coun 
tins, li is n<>t si much the enforced 
seclusion that revolts you as the t.u u 
assumption that women are infenoi 
creatines altogether, unlit to be com- 
panions tor man, but rather to be reck 
Oiled a link between him and the brute-, 
and treated with little more regard than 
the latter. That they acquiesce uncom- 
plainingly ill tlitl view and assert their 
power in hidden and crooked ways, does 
not make the sight less otitflJsive, or the 
result less mischievtous." 

Many changes tor the better have bee!' 
made duting the last halt century in the 
laws, "written and unwritten, relating to 
women. Everybody apptoves ol these 
changes now, because they have become 
accomplished lacts. But not one ot them 
would have been made to this daj it it 
had been necessary to wail till the major 
ity of women asked kit it Che change 
now under ilisi ussion is t > be judged on 
its meiits. In the light of history, the 111 
difference ol most women and theopposi 
tion ot a feu must be taken as a mattei 
Ol course. It lias not more rational 
■ignitL'ance now tli.in it has had in te- 
gard to eat h previous step ot women's 
progress.

sum o! hity thousand dollars lot the pur- 
pose of acquiring land in the town ol 1 
Winchester near and along Aberjona 
river and for the purrxise of laying out 
the same and other lands along the park- j 
way which were contributed to the said 
town and its citizens. Tin- technical 
words ot authority in the act were that 
the Commisson "may expend" the said 
hfty thousand dollars, and not "shall ex- 
pend," suit might be intet red that the 
w hole question <>t expenditure should be 
left to their discretion, and that they 
nn^lit <>r illicit not expend the money as 
they saw tit. Whi e tins view mav seem 
plau ible.il would nevertheless appear 
to txs true, it the enure sum were actually 
laised by issuing script in the manner 
contemplated by the act, that the com- 
misson would have no authority to ex- 
pend the money lor any other purpose 
than that set foith in the act. 

In March 1908, a special committee 
previously appointed to investigate and 
report upon the carrying out ot this act, 
presented its repot t at the annual town 
meeting, At the request of the com- 
mittee, the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion furnished the following table Ol the 
am units expended under the appropri- 
tion:

The attention of the Commission w as 
called to the fact that the Whitmore 
Brook entrance to the Fells, above- 
mentioned, was not within the limits of 
Win lu ster. 'The Commission replied 
that when the Ai t ot 1900 was obtained 
of the Legislature, the presentation to 
the Legislative committee seemed to 
include all the gtound upon which any 
outlay above recited was m nJe, and that 
the construction placed by the board 
upon the various Metropolitan Parks 
Fund, is that the I'.uk Commission was 
11 >t obliged to expend the entire hfty 
th >aui 1 dollars in Winchester, but was 
at liberty to expend 1< ss, or .1 k u '"' deal 
more th in that sum, as it should find 
needed. The special committee there- 
fore lound and reported that over ten 
thousand dollats of the fifty thousand 
dollars authorized by the Act had been 
expended outside of the Town of Win- 
chester; that but a small portion of the 
hiiv thousand dollars remained unex- 
pen led; and that the Metropolil 111 Coin 
mission expressed no intention or put- 
pose as to tuitlier improvements in the 
town, but 1l.11nudth.it it was, and had 
been, at libetty to expend this titty thou- 

' sand dollars .is it expended its general 
Metropolitan Park's fund without strict 
regard to locality, but as it might find 
most needed in the Metropolitan district, 
giving leasonable preference onl) to the 
\ ii initj referred to by name in the act. 

This extraordinary doctrine it logically 
carried out would appear to give the 

'Metropolitan Park Commission the 
p iwer to nullify eflectively in whole or in 
p.n t the provisi mi 1 't any act appropriat- 
ing funds which if used by the Com 
mission were expressly directed to be 
used lor a specific purpose, Thai this 
doctrine is still adhered to appeals Irom 
the reception accorded to the petilon ol 
George Everett Pratt and others sent in 
June 1900 to the Commission directing 
attention In the condition of the pool ill 
trout ol Weduemere Station; to which 
petition the Commission replied that the) 
w< re responsible, and that they had 

. no funds available. 

With the ex< < ption .>t tin Mystic Valley 
and M tropolitau Sewers, the must im- 
portant attempt to provide ways and 
on ins toi p'evi iiting the pollution ol the 
Winchester waterways by the tanneries 
ami other manufactories ol Woburn was 
the placing of Russell's lb 00k or Horn 
Poll 1 llrook under the direct control and 
supervision of the State Hoard ot Health. 
Russell's Brook, it will be renumbered, 
Hows from Horn Pond in Woburn to 
Wedgemere Pond in Winchester, and 
Upon its banks or in proximity thereto 
an a numbei ot the tanneries and manu- 
factories above referred to, As tai back 
as 1870 tins brook is mentioned as a 
nuis. in, e. an ! the Mvstic Valley Sewe r 
was Histoid largely ;tf not entirely to 
dispose of this s nirce or pollution ot llie 
w.dei sup.dy ol the City ol Boston and 
adjoiniiu towns But owing to the lact 
that arum m i:t is were ot necessity ex- 
cluded from the sewet. Jand to the fact 
that Mystic Lake ceased to be used as a 
source "t supply in 1S9S, the Wobuin 
tanneries near the Winchester line were 
subsequently in the habit of discharging 
refuse matter, consisting ol fleshings and 
othei oflensive matter into this brook. 
1 he odor arising from the water at such 



times is said to have been "indescrib- 
able." Pe iple living near the brook 
were compelled to keep doors and win- 
dows closed even in tne hottest weather. 
Enormous quantities ot this matter were 
carried down ami discharged into Wedge 
Pond near the Blank leather factory, 
covering what was once a clean sandy 
bottom with a thick deposit ot this tilth. 
In dry seasons as the water receded from 
the shore leaving this deposit exposed to 
the action of the sun. the condition can 
better be magined than described. 

In 1900, the State Board of Health, re- 
lying to an application ot a citizen in 
Winchester tor advice relative to the |u-e 
oi Wedge pond as an ice supply, hnds 
from analyses of water and ice that con- 
sideiable pollution enters the brook, and 
states,— "While these conditions would 
render the pond an unsafe source ot 
drinking water, the circumstances are 
such that it is possible to obtain ice irom 
this pond that can be used with Safety, 
by removing from the ice, after rutting 
the first inch that formed upon the pond, 
and all of that which formed above this 
first inch, from ram or snow or Hooding, 
and retaining tor use only the clear ice 
which forms under the first inch," In 
other words, the ice could be used, pro- 
vided the polluted matter were cut away 
or severed from tile mass. 

In 1904. in response to a complaint 
hied by the Town Board of Health, the 
State Board of Health examined the 
locality and caus -d samples of the 
waiter to be analyzed. The result showed 
that the brook was actually receiving foul 
wastes from the Woburn tanneries; and 
that, at the place where the stream 
entered Winchester, it was Sadly polluted 
and had a very foul odor. In the opinion 
of the State Board the nuisance could be 
prevented by the Woburn Board of 
\ Health under existing laws, and a letter 
was wr'tten to such board; but, as the 
event showed, they were willing to do 
nothing in regard to the matter. 

In 1906, the State Board of Health in 
accordance with Chapter 445, Acts of 
1904, made a careful examination of the 
entire Mystic Valley, and found the condi- 
tions in Russell's Brook as bad it not 
worse than in 1904. Regarding the sit- 
uation the board slates,— "The nuisance 
caused by the pollution of Russell Brook 
in Winchester, by tanneries in Woburn 
is of long standing; and as the matter 
now stands, unless the city of Woburn 
chooses to take such action as will pre- 
vent the pollution of the stream, the town 
of Winchester appears to have no pro- 
tection from this nuisance." 

In 19 '7, in 1 espouse to a petition le- 
ceived I) -c. 31, i9o6tronvMr, Frank E. 
Rowe ail'l others composing the Board 
Ol Selec tmen of the Town of Winches- 
ter, complaining that Russell Brook was 
so foul as to be a menaco to health, 
the State Board of Health recognized 
the gtavity of the matter, but stated - 
I " As die source of the nuisance c aused 
by Kussell Brook in Winchester is out- 
side of that town, there appears to be 
no prac ticable way tor preventing the 
pollution of the stream under existing 
laws except by action ol the Board of 
Health ol Woburn or by appeal to the 
Couits." 

From the above chronological state 
nients of the State Board of Health, it 
will be seen how lielpli ss Winchester 
was regarded relative to abating the 
nuisance. Repeated requests and com- 
plaints to the Woburn Board oi Health 
had been without result; the State 
Board was or claimed to be without au- 
thority to remedy the situation; and to 
appeal to the conns would mean pro 
longed litigation existing over several 
years, resulting 111 great expense and 
piobably permitting the nuisance- to con- 
tinue in the meantime. It was not a 
pleasant outlook, and an effective 
remedy was a pressing necessity. Im 
pel led by the seriousness of the situation. 
Mi Frank E. Rowe of the ['own Board 
ot Selectmen made a careful invesigta- 
tiou and study of remedies pursued bv 
municipalities under similar circum- 
stances and found that in the case of the- 
Neponsi 1 River, an .V t h id been passed 
placing the river under the contiol and 
supervisi m ol the State Ho od ol I lealth, 
and providing suitable remedies tor its 
pollution. It occurred to Mr. Rowe 111 
consequence that legislation of similar 

Chat after was -list what was needed re- 
lative to Russell's Brook, and he pre 
pared .1 draft ot a bill which lie submitted 
to the Pown Counsel, and winch with 
some slight modifications was preset ted 
to the General Court. Tins bill ivas ac- 
companied by ;i petition signed by lead- 
ing citizens of the Town ol Winchester, 
which subsequently became Chapter 235, 
Acts of 1907, going into effect January 
ist, 1908, The credit tor securing this 
legislativ e action is due to the 10c 6 Selei t- 
men acting through Mr. Rowe, to the 
Town Counsel, Mr. [ostiti, and to the 
Ch.urm.cn of the Health Committee o: 
the Winchester Improvement Associa- 
tion. The text >>t the Act is as follows:— 
" Sec tion 1. T he State Board of 
Health is hereby authorized and directed 
to prohibit the entrance or discharge ol 
sewage into any part of Horn Pond 
Brook, otherwise called Russell brook, 
or its tributaries, and to prevent the en- 
trauce or discharge therein ot every otlu r 
substance which mav be injurious to 
public health ot may tend to create a 
publi : nuisance. 

Section 2. 'The board shall consult md 
advise with the owner of any factory or 
, other establishment, at Ins rt- quest or oi 
i-s own motion, as to the best practicable 
an I reasonably available means of ren- 
dering the waste oi refuse therefrom 
harmless.

~ Section 3, The supreme judicial 
court 01 any justice thereot and the su- 
perior court or anv justice thereof shall 
have jurisdiction in equity to enforce the 
provisions of this act and any order made 
by the board ot health in conformity 
therewith. Proceedings to enforce any- 
such order shall be instituted and prose- 
cuted by the attorney general upon the 
leejuest of the state board ot health. 

Section 4. Whoever permits the en- 
trance or discharge into any part of 
Horn Pond brook, otherwise Med Rus- 
sell brook, or its tributaries, of sewage 
or of any other substance injurious to 
public health or tending to create a pub- 
lic nuisance shall be punishe 1 bv a hue 
not exceeding live hundred dollars lor 
such offence 

Sec tion This act shall take effect 
on the hrst of January in tiie year nine- 
teen hunched and eight." 

Thus on January 1st, 1908, by Ac t ot 
Legislature, this nuisance ol long stand 
ing came under the direct control of the 
State Board ot Health, who were given 
ample powers lor its abatement. At hrst 
no improvement was noted, as warm 
weathei br light the usual unspeakable 
odors, arising ftom Russell's Brook. 
Complaints in consequence were hied 
with the- local .Board of Health, and by 
them promptly forwarded to the State 
Board. No relief following, an emphatic 
and urgent lette r w is written ill June 
1908 to the State- Board, calling attention 
to the continuance ot the nuisance and 
requesting immediate action. About this 
time at a Spec ial 'Tow n Mee ting, a special 
committee was appointed with instruc- 
tion to follow the- matter up. Immedi- 
ately aitc-r this, the trouble- was consider- 
ably alleviated and complaints cease I to 
be made to the loc al board; but what it 
any, of the measures employed accom- 
plished the result, it is impossible n> say. 
Undoubtedly the State Board of Health 
have, since taking over Russell's Brook, 
wrought a great Change in the condition 
of the w ate r. The unspeakably vile odor 
which used to be so nearly constant is 
now rarely notic ed, but there is still loum 
t> 11 impi 1 >\e ment,

starch mould, date tapioca, caramel 
bread pudding, cream sauce, cranberry

Before the Christmas vacation, in 
accord with the spirit of the season, the 
classes were given some instruction in 
making candy. 

Teachers' Class

One him Ired and 
four are registered in the various ( lasses, 
2- being Riri s out of school and 17 being 
teachers. A class was formed lor the 
teachers at their request, as time was 
available ; they pay for the extra materials 
and fuel. 

The equipment has been modeled 
after that 111 the Practical Arts High 
school of Boston. It supplies a table and 
a gas stove with an oven tor a maximum 
of tour girls and a coal stove tor the entire 
class. The utensils aremamlj aluminum 
and enameled ware. Considerable atten- 
1 tion has been given lo the furnishing of an 
259-1 equipment and to the planning ot a course 
35.2 which will he complete and practical.

Use ot School Buildings 
As in previous \e.irs, the school build- 
ings have been utilized in various ways 
tor other than study and recitation pur- 
poses. The Orchestral Society, the 
Home Economics, Orchestral, and other 
'sections of The Fortnightly, the 
I Teachers' Club and the Mothers' Asso 
I ciation have met at the Hieh school 
building Recently the Girls' Athletic 
! Association had a dance in the High 
J scnool gymnasium. Tins was planned 
■ to rite rest all the girls in the Assocation. 
I Several parents and teachers were pres- 
| ent, and dancing stopped at 10.30 p. in. 
This affair was the lirst ot its kind. It 
should not be the last. During the years 
that they spend in the High school all 
the pupils should meet many times tor 
purely social purposes. This is possible 
only in the High school building, m class 
or other groups that are absolutely de- 
mocratic and that are under the sym- 
pathetic oversight of the teachers. It is, 
of course, understood that all such 
gatherings should be on nights preceding 
holidays, so that there will be no interfer- 
ence with study hours. 

At various tunes it has been suggested 
that a Y . M. C. A. is needed in Winches- 
ter. As to the desirability of an organi- 
zation of this definite type, there may be 
some difference of opinion, but probably 
all w ho are interested in the youth ot the 
community would tavor more adequate 
provision than is now made tor them. 
It this is true and if lunds can he raised 
tor furnishing and supervision, it may be 
pertinent to suggest that there are 111 the 
Prince school building a number ot un- 
used ,100ms Which might, at relatively 
small expense, be adapted to the pur- 
pose. This suggestion has been made 
before. It is repeated m this connection 
because of the conviction that so tar as 
possible, public property should be used 
to the tulle St extent tor public purposes.

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SCHOOL EXPENSES. 

Statements Ihat are Likely To Create 
a r alse Impression. 



The report of the appropriations com- 
mittee is left at every house in town and 
is findings will be read bv hundreds of 
persoii!> who do not attend town meeting 
where its recommendations arc disi ussed. 
For the s.,k. ..i this v.-iv large bod\ of 
citizens it seems desirable, so t.ir as the 
school department is concerned, to offer 
through th<- STAR some observations on 
certain st.u--m.-ius in the report th.it are 
likelv to create a false impression. It 
i H n0 | in the least in-iiit by this that 
the statenu ntsol the appropriations com- 
mittee .if i n pos'-ly misleading; t.ir from 
tt; Wall so manv ami so varied problems 
tu consider, and dealing with such .1 
variety <>t tlepartments with whose 
work ni<^t n( tin- members are neces 
sarily unfamiliar, and with so short .1 
time in which to 1 am on it-, investiga- 
tions, it is remarkable that the com- 
mittee accomplishes as mu :h as it does. 

On page 2 S ot 11s report the com 
mitteesays: "It is very evident that 
the expenses of the school department 
have increased r.i|ii<lly an 1 that the rate 
of increase is out ol proportion to the 
increase in valuation and in population." 
As tin-, is the only department about 
which sir h a statement is made the 
natural inference would he, either that it 
is n«'t applicable toother departments, 
or else that the disproportionate increase 
in expenditures is more marked in 
schools than anywhere else. On page 
30 a table is printed, givi ng school ex 
penses in 1890, 19x1 and 1910. together 
with the pen entage 0! im rease irom 1900 
to 1910. 

It is true, as stated in sins table, that 
school appropriations im reased 67. 1 per 
t ent from 1900 to 1910, hut it is also 
tun-, what s--ems to have been over- 
looked by the appropriations com- 
mittee and is ptobably "ot realized by 
the citizens generally, that in three 
other largesi departments appropria- 
tions have Ui' leased during these ten 
years 71 1 pel cent. 92 per cent, ami 
97.6 per 1 « nt ; and, accordingly, it 
seems .1 trifle unfau to single out the 
school department foi sp< ( Lai crith ism in 
this respect. Or if one wishes to com- 
pare more recent appropriations, it is 
found that from 1905 to 1910 'school ap- 
propriations im leased 22 pel cent, while 
i i the three other departments just re- 
ferred to, the im lease was 33, 38. and S3 
percent. The large amounts spent on 
these departments have in our judgment 
been thoroughly justifiable expenditures 
.111. 1 still 1 irget sii 1 s ci ni. I In- utilized to 
great advantage. Hut wit i these .is with 
any other departments, tin- test is not t,. 
lie limited to populati m and wealth; it is 
largely a question ol needs, results, and 
efficient sei \ i< e,

" As these perc entages were presumed 
to be reasonably correct, it was rather 
startling to read, under item seven, 
that the " percentage of school appro- 
priations to all town departments ' in 
1910 was 59 v This is perhaps the most 
setious misstatement 111 the whole table, 
and it is to he hoped Ihat 110 one Will 
he misled into believing that the school 
department absorbs three tilths and 
leaves to all othei departments together 
only two mths of the money spent in 
maintaining the vatious activities ot the 
t. .11 n. 

1 If course school expenses have- in- 
creased, and thev will keep on increas- 
ing. With the larger school enrollment 
and tie., greatt r number of buildings 
and rooms used, the cost 01 in. I. care, 
books, supplies, repairs, and the like, 
is bound to grow, lint tin- bulk of the 
increase in expenditures is in the 
teachers' pay roll, due to the larger 
number ot teachers employed and the 
higher salaries paid. For while the 
general school appropriation increased 
'.7 1 per cent, from 190a to 1910, the in- 
crease in teachers' salaries in that time 
was 7') per cent. Tile success ot the 
schools depends on the efficiency of the 
teaching force, and satisfactory tea< hers 
cannot he secured tor any such salaries 
as were formerly paid. 

As mentioned at the beginning, the 
foregoing statement is made in order to 
remove any possible w rong impressions 
of school expenses which this report of 
the appropriations committee, through 
no intention ot its authors, might make 
upon the citizens ot the town.

As the wiper is responsible t >r the* 
compilation of the " Statistics oi School 
Rxpenditures " annexed to tlie Report

The writer feels certain that 'du re 1- 
no mistake in the figures 01 comparisons 
given in the Sialism sot the school ex- 
ptllditures, and that the only wrong 1111 
pressions 111 the matter .an niise Iroin 
the articlr ot the School Committee 
above referred to. 
Ii the committee intends to saj that 

the town raises by taxation and spends 
fS5,ooo more than stated in the figllf -- 
given in the Statistics ot School expendi- 
tures, it is true, tor it lak.s approxtmati 
Iv that sum to pay the 'town's share ot 
the Stale and County lax, together with 
us apportionment oi the Sewer and ['ark 
'l ax. 1 his amount of approximately 
■fss 1 " 10 . however goes automatically into 
tef Prim iry j the tax lev y, and is paid over to the pro- 
wben Mrs. j per authorities, but in no way is am part 
of it appropriated or expended under the 
directon of any town department. 

There is no getting away iroin the fact 
that the total Town Appropriations tor 
last year were $170,512,24 as stated m 
the Report, and that ot that amount 
$65,500 was appropriated tor the support 
ot Schools, leaving $107,012.24 appro- 
priated tor all other town departments, 
and it is of no consequence whether the 
money which is used tor the support of 
schools comes from taxation 01 from 
any revenue which the tow 11 ni.iv 
leceive, whether as Corporation lax, 
Water Receipts, or otherwise. 

There was no intention on the part 
ot the vvritei 111 compiling the figures 
as given 111 the Appropriation Report 
to compare the expenditures tot 
schools with those ot any othei town, 
department, or to say that too mm II 
or too little money was being spent in j 
running the School-.

I 
do most sincerely believe that all true 
reform begins within the home and not 
outside ol it.

The oldest person is Mr. Marshall 
Symmes. Mr. Chisholm had lieen in 
tairly good health up to last week when 
he suffered a dull which was f.llowed by 
pneumonia. 

He was bom m E hnboro, Scotland, 
and when a young man came to this 
country settling in Winchester m 1849, 
m the house- in which he died. The tax 
on his property at that time was (4.00 a 
year, lie lost his wife in 1861, she being 
burned to death by her clothing catching 
lire from burning lluid. In tnose days 
Huid was common iy used tor illuminat- 
ing purposes almost as dangerous as 
gunpowder. One ot the young children 
getting possession ot a match, lit il and 
ton ed it into the spout ot the can. This 
caused an explosion and in her ettorts 
to save the child In r clothing caught lire 
and she was burned so severely that she 
died the next morning. Tile child was 
also buttled to death. The late A. IS 
Coffin and Moses P. Richardson did all 
they could to alleviate the suffering 
woman. 

Foi thirty years Mr. Chisholm was an 
expert brass Imisher employed by 
Hooper A Blake oi Boston, latet by Mr. 
Puffer on Portland street, and when he 
retired from business twenty years ago 
be was the oldest man working at tba. 
trade in Boston. He woiked 011 the hrst 
chime bells made in Boston, now bang- 
ing in the Arlington Street Church, and 
many ornaments ot brass now decorate 
bis late borne. I ouiteen acres of Ins 
estate was merged into the Fells Reser- 
vation, and 13-4 acres taken w hen the 
North Reservoir was built. 

Five children were l>oin to him. two 
ot whom an- now living, Miss Miry 
]., who was housekeepei tor tier father, 
and John W. , ot I'ro-ser. State ot Wash- 
ington. Mr. Chisholm was a quiet and 
unassuming man. a lover of nature and 
up to within a short time chopped his 
firewood telling trees, saw ing and splitting 
the wood.

Chairman Appropriations Committee, 
Winchester, Mass. 

llie subcommittee, to whom was re- 
ferred tlie matter ol the methods ot 
caring tor the Cemetery Fund and 
Cemetery Permanent Fund, have to 
make the following report nlld recom- 
mendation. 

I. Cemeteiy Fund 

Tins fund, December 31, 1910, 
amounted to J4.S2J. and consists oi 
some years' accumulations ot one- halt ot 
the proceeds oi sales ot lots paid into 
the 1 own Treasury, 

B> Act 13S9, c. i4'>. Winchester was 
authorized to choose a Cemetery Com- 
mission, and by amendment to thai act, 
1*^7, C. IQ& it was provided that the 
proceeds of sales of lots should be paid 
into the Tow n Treasury and held by the 
Treasurer to be invested or pan! out on 
the orders of the selectmen and commis- 
sion. Investment ot the fund was not re- 
quired nor was it obligatory on the Treas- 
urer to keep the funds separate Itom the 
other funds of the Town. 

By vote of the Town, March 15, t.sq;, 
one halt the proceeds ot sales of lots was 
appropriated tor Cemetery construction 
until turther action; the other half was 
" to be invested and reinvested fiom 
time to time ... or deposited in 
the Town Treasury and subject to inter- 
est the same as the permanent funds tor 
care ot lots are now deposited. The 
investment or reinvestment ot said fund 
to be made by the concurrent action of 
the Cemetery Commission and the Board 
of Selectmen lor the time being. The 
income ot said fund is hereby appro- 
priated tor the maintenance .md im- 
provement of the Cemetery until other 
wise ordered by the Town." 

I 'nder the vote the fund has been cat 
ried in the Town Treasury, and five per 
cent, interest 011 the amount thereof has 
annually been paid to the Cemetery 
Comniissoii. The Town annually raises 
111 mey by taxation tor tins interest which 
is part ot the geni tal appropriation for 
interest, 

It would seem to your Committee that 
the Town might possibly make a few 
dollars if the tund were invested. It de- 
posited m savings banks, tor instance, 11 
would tarn 3 1 j or 1 per cent, and 
reduce the required appropiiation tor the 
Cemeter\ Commission by that amount. 
The Tow 11, to be sur< , would |< .s.- the 
use 01 tin- money, 1 ut it needed the 
aniouul might be borrowed in nuticipa 
tion of taxes at about the same rate for 
the six or eight months required, saung 
tour to si\ ni mthsr' inti n st.

1 1 1. Status ot the Funds 

At previous meetings ot the Com 
mittee it seemed to appear that the 
Town did r.e.i hold these funds intact 
An investigation was theretore made 
and it appears that while the Town 
does not always have the amount ot 
tile binds on hand in actual cash, vet 
it aways lias moii- than enough assets to 
liquidate the same 

In December, to •>. the two funds, 
amounting in .ill to f33,949 50, together 
witti the Winchester tund of $965.02, 
and the unspent balances ot the various j 
appropriations, less overdrafts, amount- 
ing to $67, 795. 50, appeared m the trial 
balance as Liablitles ol the Town against 
a cash balance of $28,308.66, and 1111- ' 
collected taxes amounting to $74,401.16: 
or as a citizen has rather aptly put it. the 
Cemetery funds ate invested in uncol- 
lected taxes. 

In December, 1910, the Cemetery funds 
amounted to $36,522. The Treasurer's 
ballance was $24,226 51, and the uucol- 1 
lected taxes, $86,981.32. 

The Auditor informs us, however, that 
at certain tunes during the yeai there is 
more than enough cash on hand lo liqui- 
date these binds.

Until there 
is some way of remedying present 
conditions, it is well to go slow. 
There are many towns that afford I 
a harbor of refuge for aggrieved! 
personal taxpayers. Winchester, 
cannot afford to do any different 
from what other cities and towns 

are doing. 



I ho Grade Crossing Question.

the Methodist Church.

S'cam Road Roller. 

The thirl session of the annual town 
meeting was held Monday evening, 
there being a good attendance.

It is problematical whether the Imisi 
ness will tie completed next Tuesdav 
evening or not.

C rolong.il discussion. Some citizers 
elieved that an entire evening should I e 
devoted to the subjei t. 

The hrst business to be taken up was 
the unhnshed article relating lo salaries 
of town oHicers. Mr.J K. V. VVoosti 1 ol 
the Board or Assessor.; spoke at li ngth 
on the que tion of increasing the salaries 
of Assessors from $900 to f 1500, saying 
that ins Hoard welcomed honest criti 
tisni.

The building most frequently spoKen 
of at the meeting, for the hospital, was 
the home ot the late Dr. Brown on 
Washington street, which appears to be 
well adaptetl for the purpose. 

Mrs. Joshua Cmt, the president, oc- 
cupied the chair, and briefly outlined 
the purposes tot which the meeting 
was called. She said in part that a 
cottage hospital was onlv an extension 
of tile work that li.nl been so success- 
fully done during the past ten ytars. 
No definite- action could he taken at 
the present time, this would have to be 
done at the annual meeting in Aptil -it 
was simply to get an expression of 
opinion, so that something might be 
done at that tine, if thought best. It 
was proposed to lease a house for two 
years, give the project a try-out and 
thus ascertain it Winchester really 
desired a hospital. There has been talk 
favorable to establishing a hospital for 
several yeats, this will tie an opportunity 
to learn what it will amount to. it will 
COSt about JI5000 a year to meet all ex 
penses. Fees from patients will take- 
care ol much of this sum, the balance 
will have to come from the friend* of the 
project, or through other channels.

Ihe Statement which I made was that 
since entering the hall I hail been in- 
formed that tin numbei ot registered 
voters was something over fourteen bun 
dred, ami that from a hasty perusal of the 
report ot the assessors, as published in 
the town book, I found only about tour 
hundred and fifty personal tax payers, 
atter excluding corporations, tirtns and 
women paving a personal tax. 

Not having verified my statement, 1 
COUld not intelligently anwser the 
assessor on "Monday evening, tint 011 
carefnl examination I find tin* . 111 the 
first place, the town clerk states that 
there are sixteen hundred ami sixteen 
registered voters, and that there are 
tour hundred anil sixty-one personal 
tax pavers, excluding tin- classes men 
tinned above One ot these lo mj 
knowledge is not .1 registered voter, 
which would reduce the number to tour 
hundred and sixty. There may possibly 
be others, as I did not have time to com 
part the list with the check list ot the 
town. 

The result ..t this investigation would 
seem to prove that my statement, in- 
stead ot lu iug too stiong, was too weak . 
that the proportion ot registered voters 
who pay a personal tax is smaller than 1 
statetl, and not larger, as claimed by the 
assess, .r. 

I also sai l at the time that in a town ot 
the chatacter ot Winchester it seemed to 
me that the proportion of men who pav 
personal taxes is too small, an. I I hive 
110 doubt that 111 the coming year the 
board ot assessors, encouraged by their 
im lease m salary and fortified m their 
weaker and d nibttul moments bv the 
' auxiliary stiffening committee. " to be 
appointed by tin- moderator, will s.. 
satisfactorily perform their duties that 
our tax rate, instead ol approaching 
twenty dollars a thousand, as was teated 
bv one citizen, will more nearly approach 
sixteen dollars than it now is.
